MAN WHO “COACHES” 


WITNESSES. 
.__It is said that a man has been found whose business 
it is to‘ coach” witnesses. Whether the story be true 
or not, it is probable. The present system of examina- 
tion by mental torture is almost certain to drive intending 
witnesses to some kind of de‘ence. 

The “coacher ” studies the peculiarities of the leading 
counsel, ‘earns their favourite methods of constructing 
traps for the unwary, sees whether they depend upon 
sarcasm or pathos or the confusing of an obdurate 
witness, and then trains his witness according to the 
lawyer he has to meet. He the fact that a 
legal examination is often a mere battle of wits between 
the cross-examiner and the witness, and he proposes 
simply to prepare the witness for his share in the 
combat. 

A sample of his methods is seen in his trick for 
foiling the cross-examiner who seeke to set his witness’ 
brain whirling by pouring in question after question 
Me Lt with confusing rapidity, giving him no time for 
thought. © ; 

The “coacher” instructs the witnesses about to be 
expored to this kind of fire never to answer a question 
until they have had time to write it out. They can ask 
that = to be repeated until they understand it, 
and they can take time to write it down. That, he says, 
cer ps ict the most fiery and fluent question- 

utter. 
He warns them against trying to tire out the lawyer, 
which he regards as an impossibility, and advises that 
instead they try to make him angry. And so on. 

This is undoubtedly a coming profession, and one 
that is likely to prove a protection to crime as well as a 
defender of innocence. But the criminal witness is now 
probably more often armed inst vigorous cross- 
examination than the sensitive lady or shy man. 
Good witnesses have been confused and put out of court 
in disgrace after suffering an assault from a bullying 
barrister; and if such can be protected, justice will be 
the gainer. 

The wrong side of the case can engage a good modern 
inquisitor as well asthe right side; and the confusion 
of witnesses may lead to error as well as truth. The 
law will, of course, endeavour to pee the priming of 
witnesses; but we may as well frank at the outeet 
and admit that this will be difficult. Yet a sure way 
may be found of depriving this new “ profession” of its 
ratecn d’étre by compelling lawyers to discriminate in 
choosing the persons whom they shall subject to fierce 
cross-examination. “

HOW A NETTLE STINGS. 
EVERYONE has probably made acquaintance with the 


irritating, if not highly poisonous, character of the 
nettle ath though They may never have troubled to 
examine the beautiful little apparatus by which the 


poison is introduced to their blood. 

It is probable that if they were tomake microscopical 
examination of a nettle hair just after they have nm 
paces they would be scarcely in the right frame of 
mind to discover any beauty in its mechanism; but it 
exists for all that. 

The leaf and stem of a nettle, it will be found, are 
literally ‘clothed with erect hollow hairs. If one of 
these hairs be viewed under a microscope it will be seen

Thus, on June 24th, the day of my arrival in Rome, 
the United States episcopacy presented to his Holi- 
ness a silver model of a yacht, heavily freighted with 
double eagles ; the Latins of the Orient, a monster cake 
stuffed with bullions and jewels ; the Primate of Poland, 
goad currency to the amout of £4,000; ao Transatlantic

TOBOGGANING DOWN A ROPE. 


Some curious custome are to be found among tle 
inhabitants of the north-west provinces of India. The 
following, for instance, is related of a ceremony per- 
formed by badis, or supe tances to bring prosperity to 
the villages to which they belong. The rite 1s commonly 

rformed in the Garhwalli ape, dedicated to 

hadeva, at propitiatory festivals which are annually 
held in his honour. 

A rope is stretched from the summit of a cliff to the 
valley beneath, the ends being made fast to stakes driven 
into the ground. The Badi, seated astride on a wooden 
saddle, well greased to make it run freely, rides from 
the top to the bottom of the rope. The pace, of course, 

a varies according to the degree 
We of inclination given to the 
rope, but, as may be expected, 
it is always very rapid, and 
sometimes terrific. . 

Precautions are taken to 
prevent accidents. The saddle 
is fastened, for instance, so 
that it cannot slip round the 
rope (as saddles on horees 
have sometimes been known to 
do, to the discomfort of their

The remuneration paid tothe Badi for this novel form 
of Blondinism is one rupee for every hundred cubits of 
rope traversed, and the longest journey of the kind on 
record is one for which twenty-one rupees were paid, 
and which accordingly measured 2,100 cubits.

His salary list is simply tremendous. He pays, feeds, 
and clothes 1,500 lackeys all the year round _hesides 
nearly four hundred female servants at the different 
palaccs. enough their wages are not high. The 
men in attendance on the royal person must manage to 
keep their families—and only married men are selected 
for so delicate a post—on £120 a year. : 

But this slender income is, of course, petr mented by 
tips. Royal servants are natorully haughty and of a 
distant wind, but they are apt to wax democratic when 
it comes to tips, and one and all know how to hollow their 
hand when a visitor steps into one of the Imperial 
carriages. 

The Kuiser's private pension list amounts to somethin, 
like £10,000 a year, and includes many proud an 
distinguished names, together with those of disabled 
stable boys, not to mention broken-down cooks. 

Every servant, high and low, is entitled to a pension 
after working in the Royal Household twenty years. 

The Royal theatres in Berlin, Hanover, Soy and 
Wiesbaden, are likewise a heavy drain on his Majesty's 
purse. 

The Royul bands, moveover, cost a great deal of 
money, albeit their success as promoters of good music 
is somewhat doubtful. Then there are the castles, 
gardens, und royal parks to be looked after, and besides 
the Royal Palaces in Berlin, Potsdam, and the neigh- 
Lourhood, twenty-two others have to be kept up, all in 
first-class condition to be ready to receive their erratic 
master at a moment's notice. 

To his mother the Kaizer has to pay 2,000,000 marks 
every yeur, and hia travelling und entertaining expenses 
are, of course, enormous. 

The Emperor has to pay for his railway tickets like 
any other mortal, and that is why, whenever he can, he 
uses tho ordinary passenger trains instead of incurrmg 
the big expense of a epecial for him:elf and his 
attendants. : 

The private fortune of the Royal Hohenzollerns which 
is at the sovereign’s disposal, subject to certain condi- 
tions, and which the present Emperor uses for all it is 
worth, amounts to nearly £5,000,000, the ter part of 
which is loaned on mortgage on New York and don 
property. One half of it is designated the “ iron stock,” 
and may not be touched under any circumstances what- 
ever.

West. There is a commercial interest in ite building in 
that it will bring Havana a day nearer New York. 

Its novelty lies in the fact that it will run one hundred 
and sixty miles along the ly sabm: coral reefs 
and low- ying islands of the West Coast of Florida. The 
channels between the rely which are to be bridged, vary 
in width from an eighth of a mile to five miles, the 
widest being at Bayou Hundia. 

In these c els the water is only three to four feet 
deep, and this shallowness simplities the problem of 
engmeering. The islands are flat, and offer every 
advantage for cheap and easy zailroad building. 

The permanency of the work on this semi-marine rail- 
way is insured by the great coral reef running north- 
ward ata distance of ten miles from the keys. This 
reef protects the keys from the action of the ocean 
currents, and leaves the water surrounding them con- 
tinually calm.

TRICKS OF DIAMOND DEALERS. 


Tue discovery of diamonds in South Africa led 
indirectly to some clever deceit by the dealers. Many 
of the South African diamonds bave a straw tint, whioh 
has an unfavourable effect on their price; especially os 
experts believe that it will become more decided the 
longer the stones are exposed to the air. 

Some of the more knowing dealers discovered that by 
subjecting the straw-tinted diamonds to a bath of certain 
re the objectionable colour was removed, and the 

s became a pure white. A number of diamonds so 
Peated were sold in Paris and Berlin, and brought 
higher prices than they would if they had retained their 
original colour. 

ter exposure to the action of the air for a certain 
time the original colour returns, but by that time they 
have pees ow of the dealer's hands. The fraud was 
soon found out by the trade, and they now guard against 
imposition of such a character by means of various 
tests. 

Of these the most generally used are the hot water 
bath and friction. If a dyed stone be left in hot water 
for a few minutes, it resumes its original hue, or if the 
gem be rubbed smerny ob a towel, or even on the coat 
sleeve, its normal colour can be detected. These tests 
are simple and efficacious, and are in daily use.
